April 20th, 2021

The Des Moines County Board of Supervisors met in regular session at the Court House in Burlington at 9
AM on Tuesday, April 20th, 2021 with Chairman Tom Broeker, Vice-Chair Jim Cary, and Member Shane
McCampbell present. This meeting was held with limited capacity due to COVID-19 and electronically via Webex
and YouTube live streaming. Public input was available through board email or call in.

Unless otherwise noted, all motions passed unanimously. The Pledge of Allegiance was conducted.

Meet with Department Heads: County Auditor Terri Johnson stated her office will be closed next week for
online SEAT Classes in the afternoon. Closure dates are April 28t and 29t from 1PM to 4PM. IT Director Colin
Gerst stated his office is busy and dispatch switched to a new CAD system last week and it is keeping them busy.
Sheriff Kevin Glendening stated the Sheriff’s Office is accepting applications for deputy positions thru May 26™.
Testing will be June 5. They are looking to fill two positions in anticipation of retirements within the next 6 to 8
months. Jail Administrator Doug Ervine reported that the jail population is 77. County Engineer Brian Carter
reported the Hwy 99 Flint Creek bridge project contractor poured part of the concrete rail system. Dirt work is
being done on the south end approach, when the work is complete, this area will sit for 28 days before paving. The
Flint Bottom Road project is going well. A short piece of the mainline was poured. Assistant Land Use
Administrator Jarred Lassiter stated it was a busy week. They are receiving lots of questions on subdividing and
building. Lassiter discussed how the zoning commission members were established and the zoning ordinance.
Treasurer Janelle Nalley-Londquist reported her office is busy. Recorder First Deputy Natalie Steffener reported her
office is busy. CDS Administrative Assistant Patty Brooks reported their office is busy. Maintenance Supervisor
Rodney Bliesener stated his department is busy. They finished a project in the laundry room at the jail. Currently
working on the 1%t Floor Courtroom, updating with paint, new drop ceiling and carpet in preparation for an
audio/video equipment installation. Public Health Administrator Christa Poggemiller reported the COVID statistics
as a 4% positivity rate with 14 cases in the last 7 days. 27,900 vaccines have been provided with 12,000 completing
their 2" dose. Vaccine clinics are available at the Health Department Office on Monday, Wednesday & Thursday
from 8am to 3pm by appointment. They are giving the Pfizer vaccine to anyone 16 and older. Boost clinics for the
2nd dose will be held the next three weeks on Friday’s at Memorial Auditorium. Via WebEx: Conservation Director
Chris Lee stated Big Hollow has sold out 60% of all available weekend camp sites for the year. They are meeting
with engineers to look at the retention ponds at Big Hollow for the overall watershed study for the lake. The review
is to see which ponds are working properly and if any need repairs or rehab. His crew completed the kiosk next to
Hwy 61 along the trail. It has a park map, trail map and trail rules. EMA Coordinator Gina Hardin stated it was
National VVolunteer week. She thanked all of her volunteers and especially those helping with the vaccine clinics.
Land Use Administrator Zach James was present.

Accounts Payable in the amount of $2,093,859.87 was presented. Cary motioned to approve and seconded
by McCampbell.

Payroll Reimbursement Claims for 4/23/2021 in the amount of $160.00 was presented. McCampbell
motioned to approve and seconded by Cary.

Swearing in Ceremony. Judge Mark Kruse conducted the Oath of Office for appointed Recorder Natalie
Steffener.

Other Business. Broeker discussed the Grow Greater Burlington - Eggs & Issues meeting. They discussed
the American Rescue Plan and still unsure how we can use the money. Waiting on guidance from the Federal
Treasury. Des Moines County is expected to receive $7.5 million. It can be used on revenue shortfalls but do not
know other options. The deadline to use the funds is 12/31/2024.

Committee Reports: Cary attended several meetings - a Public Health meeting and they are working on
bylaws, a Landfill meeting and will be taking a tour of the facility and reviewed their capital improvement plan and
a RUSS meeting and they signed an MOU agreement with Louisa County to provide inspections for tanning beds.
McCampbell met with Conservation Director Lee and toured the parks. Broeker attended several meetings — a Grow
Greater Burlington meeting and discussed the Raider Precast building being sold, a SEIL meeting and approved
claims and contracts and attended a Crisis Intervention Training session for first responders.



Meeting was adjourned at 9:49 a.m.

Two work sessions were held after the meeting. First work session was with the Auditor, IT Director and
other Department heads to discuss the HIPAA Program contracted with Carosh. Rates are increasing and discussed
researching other HIPAA providers such as Compliancy Group and ISAC. Second work session was with the
Maintenance Supervisor and Engineer to discuss the courthouse alley. The Maintenance Supervisors requested an
estimate to repair the alley and had talked to Waterworks about sharing a portion of the cost for repairs. The Board
is in favor of the project after reviewing the estimates for fixing portions, but the Board requested one estimate to
replace the whole alley. More information will be collected.
